Policeman guilty in beating, quits force 

Accuser 'beneath contempt' — judge 


Constable Thomas An¬ 
derson, 26, was suspended 
from the Victoria police force 
FYiday after he was convicted 
of assaulting an 18-year-old by 
kicking him in the groin while 
evicting him from a local 
restaurant New Year’s day. 

Police Chief Jack Gregory 
said Anderson — one of two 
city policemen charged with 
assault causing bodily harm 
— tendered his resignation 
when the suspension was 
announced Friday evening. 

Vancouver Judge Les 
Bewley fined Anderson $200 in 
Victoria provincial court after 
a two-day trial which Bewley 
described as a "human 


tragedy . . . provoked by 
intolerable insult from per¬ 
sons not fit to shine the boots 
of some very good men who 
put on a uniform.” 

The other officer, Constable 
Thomas Eagle, 28, was 
acquitted on the charge laid 
by Gregory Kenneth Harris, a 
Wilkinson Road jail inmate 
who was hospitalized for a 
week following the incident at 
Scott’s Cafe, 650 Yates. 

Bewley insisted that Harris 
be brought to the courtroom 
during sentencing. 

"The complainant,” said 
Bewley, “is beneath con¬ 
tempt. But he limped to the 
police station to get justice for 


himself and despite this man’s 
character, he’s still entitled to 
the justice of the law. 

“Harris suffered painful 
injury that clearly exhibits 
more force than was required. 
I am satisfied that Harris 
received a blow and that it 
was levelled by Constable 
Anderson. There is no way I 
can find Constable Eagle 
guilty.” 

No decision has yet been 
made by Anderson’s lawyer 
Ted Pollard about whether 
appeal proceedings will be 
launched. 


A constable with five years 
experience, Anderson 
testified he and Eagle were 
eating with two other 
policemen at. Scott’s Cafe 
about 5 a.m. when his at¬ 
tention focused on Harris and 
two friends, Donald McCrae, 
23 and Ronald Cooper, 28. 

"They were making a 
disturbance, yelling and 
saying ‘Look at the fucking 
piggies in New Year’s 
costume’,” said Anderson. 

He approached the trio at 
the 1 request of cafe owner 
Theodore Raptis and evicted 


McCrae who was making the 
most nose. 

“1 walked behind him 
through the kitchen and 
McCrae had been yelling and 
screaming the whole way," 
said Anderson. 

While Anderson was 
directing McCrae out the back 
door of the premises, Eagle 
approached the remaining 
two men, asking Harris to 
leave through the back door. 

Eagle, on the force for three 
years, testified that Harris 
replied "I’m 
staying.” 


“I took his left elbow,” said 
Eagle “and pointed him 
towards the rear of the 
building." 

Eagle said Harris made no 
move to strike him but “kept 
his arms up” all the way to the 
rear kitchen door. 

Eagle and Harris, court was 
told, met Anderson who was 
returning from the kitchen. 

“On the way back,” An¬ 
derson said, “I saw Eagle 
walking with the man I know 
as Harris and he seemed to be 
having considerable more 
difficulty than I had with 
McCrae. I fell in behind them 
and they stopped near the 
back door area. I reached 


behind (Harris) and unbolted 
the door (for Eagle) and then 
left.” 

Eagle, however, testified 
that Anderson stayed in the 
kitchen: “Anderson was 

behind us standing just off 
to my right. 

“Harris still had his hands 
raised and was glaring at me, 
when all of a sudden he came 
violently down (doubled over) 
and drew back slightly," 
Eagle said “I blocked his 
thrust and pushed him against 
the cooler. He quieted down, 
made no outcry and then I 
ushered him out the door.”

Rental house plan 
futile — builder 


The B.C. government’s plan 
to entice private developers to 
build 500 new rental homes in 
Victoria will do nothing to 
ease the housing shortage, a 
local builder said this week. 

“It's an exercise in 
socialism. »This isn’t going to 
reduce the housing shortage, ’ 
said Chris Pike, past 
president of Victoria Home 
Builders Association, about 
the plan announced Friday by 
Housing Minister Lome 
Nicolson. 

Nicolson has proposed to 
purchase 500 rental housing 
units here and another 1,500 in 
Vancouver which would be 
built by private developers 
with provincial government 
money loaned them at 8 per 
cent interest. 

The government would 
allow the developers some 
freedom in building the units, 
and would guarantee them 5 
per cent after-tax profit when 
the buildings are sold to the 
government. 

The new units would be built 
on developers’ land. Nicolson 
said the government needs 
more private land for these 
developments since plans 
have already been made for 
government-held land. 


WATCHING THE ACTION during the western 
Canada gymnastics championships over the

Pike said that unless the 
government can come up with 
more land for building new 
housing, the plan will have no 
effect on the housing shortage. 

“If were building on 
existing land we don’t need 
their (government) help,” he 
said. “What we need is more 
land.” 

Wayne Farmer, president of 
the Construction Association 
of B.C., agreed that the 
housing plan is "an attempt to 
get some of the developers' 
land.” 

However, Farmer said he 
supports the housing project. 

“I feel that the government 
is more or less coming to the 
private sector and giving the 
private sector the opportunity 
to come up with their own 
ideas and own initiative," he 
said. 

Farmer said he thinks 
developers will accept the 
proposed 5 per cent after-tax 
profit being offered. He said 
he sees the project as 
government’s attempt to fill 
the need caused by a near-halt 
in construction of new rental 
units. 

Pike said the real cause of 
Victoria’s housing shortage is 
“absolute lack of planning on

the part of three levels of 
government” to install 
sewerage in enough land to 
meet today’s demand. 

Nicolson. in announcing the 
plan to a meeting of Victoria 
and Greater Vancouver 
mayors and aldermen, asked 
them to give housing 
developments approved under 
the program “top priority” 
when they are submitted for

Under the scheme, 
developers must submit 
proposals for housing 
developments to the govern¬ 
ment for approval as to 
feasibility, price, location and 
quality. 

The developers can then 
choose between two financing 
scheme. 

One involves a fixed price 
for the development when sold 
to the government; the second 
would involve an agreement 
guaranteeing the developer 
his costs plus 5 per cent profit. 

Deputy housing minister 
George Chatterton said most 
developers would probably 
choose the second safer op¬ 
tion. 

The government would 
guarantee 100 per cent 
financing at 8 per cent interest 
but maintains the right to opt 
out of any development 
project. 

If the government opts out, 
however, it will charge the 
developer 12 per cent interest 
for use of its financing. 

The B.C. share of the 
financing is 10 per cent, the- 
remainder being taken up by 
Canadian Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation. 

Chatterton said he didn't 
know how much it would cost 
to build the 2,000 units but it 
“might be $80 million.” 

“Only the best and most 
innovative designs will be 
chosen," said Nicolson, ad¬ 
ding he is interested in 
building “high quality com¬ 
munities.” 

The rental units will be 
available for a wide range of 
income groups, including 
some who will need financial 
subsidies. 

The minister said he hopes 
for a diversified community 
with diversified styles of 
housing. Some single-family 
dwellings may be built but 
multiple dwellings will 
probably predominate 

He said “the last thing” he 
wants is a series of govern¬ 
ment housing projects that 
are uniform in appearance 

Representatives of the 
building industry, he said, 
have indicated “they will be 
interested in a piece of the 
action.”

The dispute has halted publication of Victoria’s two daily 
.newspapers, The Daily Colonist and the Victoria Times, since 
last Dec. 1. About 370 employees in five unions are involved.

For something under $200 anyone can be a self-made 
Frederico Fellini with camera, color film, projector and ever so 
much enthusiasm. For not much more he can now have his own 
sound system. 


Unhappily, this investment does not make provision for an 
audience. This is where you come in. lured by the promise of 
convivial company and cookies and unaware that you are soon 
to be a captive customer at a private screening. 

There is, I might mention, an even lower form of the 
species, the oaf who brings his projector, screen and great 
drums of film to your house and is, naturally, beneath contempt. 


Only this week some friends of ours dropped by, at my in¬ 
vitation, for what 1 hoped would be a rousing session of 
discussion on Life and The Times. Indeed, I had gone over in my 
mind a four-hour monologue touching lightly on subjects

Curse of home movies 

answer to conversation 


ranging from early Egyptian mythology to Pierre Elliot's 
chances in the next election. 

Imagine my disgust, then, when the husband staggered in 
under 200 pounds of theatre equipment, ^nk to his knees and 
began immediately to hunt for the wail-plugs. In a trice the 
lights were out and my opening remarks were swallowed in the 
angry whirring of the infernal machine. 

Naturally, home movies give a tremendous advantage to 
the party of the second part. You may have 400 dandy anec¬ 
dotes, a splended collection of conch shells and the full details of 
a recent operation, but in the face of the flickering screen you’re 
doomed to surly silence. 

The pictures will almost inevitably deal with either the 
camera fiend’s children or his vacation or both. The fellow, 
moreover, is not content with merely showing his film, but takes 
a position abaft the projector, clears his throat and begins an 
interminable narration. 

“Now we’ll have some footage we took last month of little 
Oliver,” he announces ‘ These are not technically perfect, of 
course, but we think they’re kind of cute.” 


You feel the vise-like grip of your wife on your arm. All 
escape is cut off. 

There then appears on the screen a truly frightening ap- 
paration. Since little Oliver has been photographed from the 
adult's level he appears to have a head of an incredible size and, 
because of the lighting, a complexion of deep mauve, topped by 
green hair. 

This terrifying thing will stare dully from the screen, oc¬ 
casionally breaking into tears, until Mama moves into range, 
smiling and simpering at the camera, and then the whole pic¬ 
ture will suddenly be tilted on end, indicating that the operator 
has been struck with a heart seizure. 

It frequently happens, too, that the child will not only have a 
head like a watermelon, but will, in fact, have two heads. This is 
known as double exposure and is very popular. 

Such technical defects never discourage the amateur 
movie-maker. There is, for example, a great deal of “panning” 
in which the camera is swung briskly from one object to 
another, so that the scenery careens by at a dizzy rate, 
frequently causing you to fall heavily to the floor. 


Perhaps the most bizarre effect of all was achieved by a 
friend whose celluloid record of his vacation runs slightly longer 
than “The Great Gatsby." In one memorable scene the fellow 
stood in a rowboat in his attempt to adequatly picture the 
seaside resort of his choice. There appears to have been a 
considerable ground swell on this day and after several 
thousand feet of film in which the landscape rocks and tilts 
between sky and the sea the hardiest member of the audience is 
sobbing for a quick shot of Mothersill's Remedy. 

I can recall only one such film that I frankly enjoyed. 

Curiously, this was, from a technical standpoint, the most 
alarming of all. Shimmering, ghost-like figures moved across 
the screen, from time to time there was nothing to be seen at all 
but a green crawling thing < “caterpillars on the lens, I believe,” 
explained our narrator) and in one sequence a dog barks at the 
camera for approximately eight minutes. 

As it happens, however, 1, myself, appear in this picture and 
having you in his film is all that the home move-inaker needs to 
have a hit on his hands.

Woman guilty 
of stabbing 


A 19-year-old Victoria 
woman was found guilty last 
week by a B.C. Supreme Court 
jury of attempting to murder 
a man in a stabbing incident 
Jan. 27. 

Loretta Claire Crocker, 19, 
of 3440 Whittier Avenue, will 
be sentenced Friday by Mr. 
Justice Douglas E. Andrews. 

Evidence at the four-day 
trial was that Miss Crocker 


stabbed William Arthur Rees, 
30, of 110 Medana Street, twice 
in the stomach while in Rees' 
apartment. 

Police testified that Miss 
Crocker told them; "I just 
stabbed a man. I think he’s 
dead.” 

Miss Crocker also pointed to 
Rees’ apartmen' when asked 
by police what house she had 
been in that evening.

“On the way out Constable 
Anderson was slightly ahead 
of me and going out (of the 
kitchen) Anderson said ‘He’ll 
have the sorest nuts in 
town,’ ” Eagle testified. 

“Was there any way you 
could have come in contact 
with his (Harris’) genitals," 
asked Eagle’s lawyer Lloyd 
McKenzie. 

“No,” ansered Eagle, “His 
head was down and I couldn't 
have reached them with my 
knee.” 

“Do you know what caused 
that reaction by Harris,” 
McKenzie asked. 

“I have no idea," said 
Eagle, explaining he thought 
Harris’ sudden doubling-over 
was an attack. 

“If Anderson had made that 
motion (kicked Harris), I 
didn’t see it; I was con¬ 
centrating on Harris. I gave 
him a gentle push and he 
started out the door. Harris 
seemed in a rage, there was 
just rage in his eye, glaring at 
me.” 

Anderson's version differed 
however. He said that im¬ 
mediately after he unbolted 
the back door he returned to 
the front of the restaurant to 
evict Cooper. 

“Do you agi'ee that is rather 
odd that you didn’t stay and 
assist Constable Eagle? asked 
McKenzie. 

“Eagle can take care of 
himself,” responded An¬ 
derson. 

Constable Kent Ollis, who 
was Anderson’s patrol partner 
and lunching at the same 
table, testified that both 
Anderson and Eagle returned 
at the same time. 

“There was no conversation 
about the incident,” said Ollis

“When Constable Anderson 
and I returned to the cruiser 
Anderson said words to the 
effect that Eagle had hit him a 
good one and I kicked him a 
dandy.” 

Asked if he had discussed 
the incident later, Ollis 
testified. “One evening on 
entering the police cruiser, I 
was discussing the incident 
with Constable Anderson and 
he said ‘I'm certain you feel it 
happened that way Kent, but 
I’ll have to say otherwise.” 

Ollis said he also discussed 
the incident with Constable 
Eagle: “At my home we had 
the opportunity to discuss the 
matter fully — as to what had 
happened, the whole chain of 
events ... we physically 
went through the motions. 

“Eagle had guided Harris to 


the rear of the kitchen. I don’t 
believe there was any force, 
not even as much as one would 
expect. 

“At the door, Eagle had 
attempted to open the rear 
door bolts while Harris was 
standing erect with fists 
clenched. Eagle was looking 
directly at Harris and Harris 
was staring back when Harris 
bolted down in jacknife 
position.” 

“At that time Constable 
Eagle couldn't explain it. He 
thought he was being at¬ 
tacked. Anderson was stan¬ 
ding by the stainless steel 
table 30 inches away.” 

Later at the police station 
while Anderson and Eagle 
were writing reports, Eagle 
testified that Anderson had 
said “I’m your defence and 
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you're all I’ve got. I don't 
know why McCrae didn't 
complain. I damn near 
knocked him out.' " 

Eagle testified the two of¬ 
ficers had been told by station 
staff that both McCrae and 
Harris had been into the 
station after the incident 
complaining of unfair 
treatment. McCrae’s face was 
reported to have been bloody. 

Speaking to sentence, 
Pollard said, “It is important 
that you remember the 
statement of Raptis that 
Anderson removed Cooper 
before returning to the table. 


Attempts by the provincial government to place limitations 
on the length of debates in the legislature should be regarded 
with the utmost suspicion. 

Every lime the fundamental principle of free speech is 
impeded in any way, a little bit of democracy dies. 

Regardless of the frivolity of some parliamentary debates, 
to restrict their free flow means to curb one of the most im¬ 
portant rights, that of free expression. 

It is easy to see why the government is in favor of finding 
ways and means of limiting the time of debate in the house. And 
in a way, the opposition parties brought the matter on them¬ 
selves by. stalling debate earlier this session of the finance 
minister's and the agriculture minister's spending estimates 
over the egg marketing board issue. 

Opposition members displayed a basic lack of responsibility 
when they brought the legislature’s business to a halt over the 
issue of whether or not the premier used strong-arm tactics in 
dealing with the egg marketing board. 

And it was this lack of responsibility that prompted the 
government to have a committee look into the possibility of 
limiting debate in the house. 

If nobody stole, there would be no need for laws against 
theft. If the opposition acts and debates responsibly, there would 
be no need to restrict debate. 

The question, however, is whether restrictions on debate in 
parliament are warranted under any circumstances. Con¬ 
sidering the dangers in such restrictions, the answer should be, 
no. 

The NDP was in opposition for more than 20 years and 
should appreciate the value of unrestricted debate. In weighing 
the pros and cons of time limits on debate, the government 
should keep in mind that it may, someday. have to live with the 
rules it now establishes.

It takes hard work to make a winner

There are some sports that 
have that machismo appeal — 
bull-fighting, mountain¬ 
climbing and motor-racing 
spring immediately to mind. 

Sports that, in addition to a 
healthy fan club of ordinary 
action-starved mortals, at¬ 
tract a bevy of fashion 
models, stars, nobility, 
electric journalists and silky 
businessmen. 

From A.D. 210 when Roman 
Emperor Lucius Septimus 
Severus brought over his 
Arabian stallions to race in 
the first-ever-recorded horse 
race in Netherby, Yorkshire, 
until Cannonade’s victory in 
the 100th Kentucky Derby at 
Louisville last weekend — 
horse racing has had that kind 
of appeal. 

Apart from sheer spectacle 
and apart from providing the 
nation's bettors witjj a for¬ 
midable challenge, flat-racing 
(there is no organized 
steeplechasing in Canada) 
gives horses their most 
exacting test of soundness, 
stamina and fighting spirit. 

True, breeding does tell, but 
in contrast to the beautiful 
people in the grandstands it is 
often not the sleek aristocrat 
but the plain, ordinary, 
character-filled piece of 
horseflesh that wins the day. 

Just ask Sandown Park 
trainer Roy Jewell who is 
pinning much of his own 
racing hopes this year on his 
five-year-old gelding (a 
castrated stallion) called 
Uncle. 

A big, tough-looking 
chestnut who in the film star 
stakes would resemble 
Charlie Bronson more than 
Robert Redford, Uncle’s face 
was badly scarred a couple of 
seasons back in a fire at 
Vancouver’s Exhibition Park, 
home of B.C. racing. 

He’s no high-stepping dandy 
and is distinctly suspicious of 
strangers. 

Nevertheless Uncle — who 
stands nearly 17 hands high, 


or more than five-and-a-half 
feet from feet to withers — has 
good body conformation, a 
Secretariat-type chest and a 
willing heart. 

This season he’ll run a dozen 
or so races at Exhibition Park 
at distances between six-and- 
a-half furlongs and a mile. 

The racing season officially 
opened near the end of last 
month at Exhibition Park and 
will run until mid-October. 

However a dozen trainers 
preparing Island-owned 
horses for the Vancouver 
racing have been working 
with some 60 horses at San¬ 
down Park since the begin¬ 
ning of the year. 

Most of the horses and 
trainers have now left to carry 
on with racing and track-side 
training in Vancouver but 
Jewell continues to prepare 
his horses (eight in all this 
year, including two great two- 
year-olds) at Sandown, using 
stables provided by the B.C. 
Jockey Club. 

He charges owners between 
$12 and $14 for training their 
horses, a daily fee which 
covers everything from track- 
riding to round-the-clock care. 

The park is a windswept, 
airfield-type place that stands 
as a bleak reminder to more 
glorious days in the not-so- 
distant past when Vancouver 
Island had its own racing 
venue. 

Jewell — a leathery 48-year- 
old who’s been around horses 
since he was 12 and who also 
runs his own horse-shoding 
business — says Sandown is 
an excellent training ground 
because there’s little to 
distract the hypersensitive 
equine fraternity and the 
track itself is not over-hard on 
horses’ feet. 

If horse-racing itself is a 
dark ritual grasped only by 
the initiated, the training of a 
grass-eating beast to hurtle 
around a track at close to 40 
m.p.h. with a jockey perched 
somewhat ridiculously on its 


On normal “exercise” days 
Jewell will take each horse out 
in turn on the track and gallop 
it, say, twice round the track 
(a five-eighths-mile oval). 

The horse is made to work 
“against a bit” in its mouth so 
that by a form of “dynamic 
tension” it does the equivalent 
of more than three hours 
normal exercise in a 10- 
minute outin&. 

The horse is then led off the 
track and, like an athlete, is 
given a “sweater” or in this 
case a blanket to allow him to 
cool slowly. He is then made to 
walk himself dry on a special 
walking-machine or “walker” 
beside the stables. 

A half-hour or so later the 
horse returns to his stall 
where he can gorge himself on 
a rich, mixed muscle-building 
diet. 

On a full work day the 
procedure is much the same 
except that the horse — after a 
short warm-up gallop — is 
ridden flat out on the track 
over a scheduled distance and 
his performance is logged. 

In both exercise gallop and 
flat-out run the trainer-jockey 
does more than perch 
hopefully on thundering beast. 

He drives something that 
requires steering, turning and 
gear-changing (or “gait” and 
“lead'.’-chaqging) like any 
other finely tuned racing 
machine. Being a live animal 
it also requires the feel and 
encouragement of flesh-and- 
blood on flesh-and-blood. 

Do jockeys get thrown off a 
lot in training? Once in a 
while, says Jewell, when the 
horse sees something scary 
out of the corner of his eye and 
sticks his toes in suddenly or 
“ducks out.” 

Quips Jewell: “Most of the 
time you land on your feet.” 

A would-be racehorse, says 
Jewell, has to be “broken” 
initially and taught to steer in 
much the same way as a 
saddle-horse being trained for 
pleasure riding.

back, is also something of a 
mystery to the layman. 

But Jewell is the first to 
admit that racehorse-training 
is no mystery: just hard work 
and experience. 

You take the fastest, 
toughest horses nature and 
careful breeding can provide 
— Thoroughbreds - and train 
them Olympic-style to the 
limit of their athletic abilities. 


Jewell’s horses have a five- 
day work cycle they get three 
days hard exercise, one day of 
flat-out work and one day’s 
rest. 

However there the 
resemblance ends, and the 
difference between the two 
types of horse is as great as 
between the average saloon 
car and the grand prix racer. 

A horse in race-training 


lives in his stall, on the track 
or on the walker. He is a 
"high,” “hyper” beast that is 
guided prancing on to the 
racing oval like a taut-strung 
bow. 

Jewell says “99 per cent 
really enjoy racing" and if 
successful can enjoy five or 
six seasons on the track before 
making good saddle horses 
and jumpers.

upon identical packages. 

Earlier, electricians and 
plumbers, who bargain in¬ 
dependently, had also turned 
down a package offer from 
CLRA because it did not in¬ 
clude a cost of living clause. 


Safeway's Victoria office said 
that if Safeway's Lucerne 
dairy workers in Vancouver 
strike, Safeway can always 
arrange to have its milk 
producers send their milk to 
Dairyland. 

If Dairyland is also struck, 
said McCulloch, Safeway 
stores here will face a real 
shortage of milk and other 
dairy products. Local dairies 
couldn’t fill the gap, he said. 

The Lower Mainland dairy 
employees taking the strike 
vote work for Palm Dairies 
Ltd., Silverwood Dairies, and 
Dairyland plants at Burnaby, 
Abbotsford, Sardis, Courtenay 
and Kitimat. 

If they strike, more than 900 
dairy farmers stand to lose $1 
million a week, with 4.2' 
million quarts of milk a week 
dumped. 

The employees’ contract 
expired the end of March. 
Union negotiators and

contract, but the general 
membership rejected that 
contract by 75.7 per cent. 

Union negotiators went 
back to the bargaining table 
asking for more money 

“The first agreement 
amounted to about $2 million 
in increased costs a year,” 
said Neil Gray, chairman of 
the dairies' negotiating team. 

“The second means almost

The president's wife, Pqt 
Nixon, said she deplored the 
way the Republicn leadership 
was deserting her husband 
and his daughter later called a 
press conference to make the 
point Nixon is going to hang in 
there all the way. 

However, White House staff 
chief Alexander Haig 
suggested resignation might 
eventually be considered if it 
would help the country. Haig 
did say he sees nothing now to 
prompt a Nixon resignation. 

White House press 
secretary Ronald Ziegler also 
emphatically denied the 
president was going to step 
aside. 

•‘Nixon’s attitude is one of 
determination that he will not 
be driven out of office by 
rumor, speculation, excessive 
charges or hypocrisy," 
Ziegler said. 

Nixon’s support by top level 
Republicans eroded further 
when Sen. Milton Young of 
North Dakota, long a Nixon 
stalwart, urged him to turn 
over the presidency to Vice- 
President Gerald Ford until 
the impeachment question is 
settled. 

Sen. Richard Schweicker 
(Rep.-Pa.) called for Nixon to 
resign because the transcripts 
“reveal a total disregard for 
the moral and ethical values 
upon which this nation was 
built.” 



Mortgage edict 
budget survivor 


OTTAWA - Two of Finance 
Minister John Turner’s 
budget items survived after 
the Liberal government was 
defeated in the House of 
Commons last week. 

“The best constitutional 
advice I could obtain in¬ 
dicated that the budget has no 
further status," Turner said. 

The exceptions were 
proposed bonus payments to 
bring the effective rate of 
interest on Canada Savings 
Bonds after May 6 to 9 per 
cent and a directive that 
mortgage lenders should 
make their combined 95 per 
cent mortgages available only 
to middle-and-low-income 
applicants. 

Both the exceptions require 
no legislative changes and can 
be undertaken by the ex- 
cersise of the government’s 
continuing administrative 
power. 

Turner conceded in a press 
conference that under the 
terms of the Financial Ad¬ 
ministration Act he could 


have employed cabinet or- 
ders-in-council to eliminate 
the 12 per cent federal tax on 
clothing and construction 
machinery, another move 
promised in the budget 
presented May 6. 

But the government in¬ 
terpreted its unprecedented 


defeat in the Commons on 
Wednesday as a rejection by 
Parliament of the whole 
budget. Turner said. It would 
be against parliamentary 
tradition, if not against the 
law, to have continued the 
sales tax concessions in¬ 
troduced May 6, he said.

Westcoast Transmission 
president Ed Phillips claims 
the National Energy Board 
has approved certain x-ray 
tests of alleged welding im¬ 
perfections in the company’s 
main natural gas pipeline. 

Welding engineer con¬ 
sultant James Sutherland, 
who accuses Westcoast of 
allowing a Hazardous pipeline 
situation to remain 
unremedied, said he finds the 
reported NEB approval 
“irruglar”, •terribly 
shocking," and “a complete 
cover-up.” 

Sutherland said provincial 
Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace, who raised the issue 
on the floor of the legislature 
and asked for government 
action, had received a letter 
from Phillips dated May 7. t 

In it, Sutherland said, 
Phillips told of having an 
independent research firm 
take x-rays of welds on the 
pipeline suspended beneath 
Agassiz-Rosedale bridge, 
which were sent to the NEB 
whose engineers in turn 
referred the plates to a 
government • research 
department. 

The Westcoast president is 
quoted as saying the plates 
passed examination and 
would have met not only the 
standards required of this 
type of welding when the line 
was built 18 years ago, but 
would still be acceptable 
today 

Sutherland said the'letter to 
Wallace did not state how 
many welds were x-rayed nor 
when the work was done. 

He believed it is wrong for 
the bridge to remain in use 
because he considers there is 
a hazard of rupture and ex¬ 
plosion pach time a vehicle 
crosses the heavily-used 
structure on the Fraser River. 

Sutherland said both levels 
of government have 
responsibilities for the line 
under separate pieces of 
legislation. 

But the fact that neither 
federal nor provincial 
governments have made a 
statement of any kind, even 
though the matter had been 
raised in the House of Com¬ 
mons as well as the B.C. 
legislature, was a “national 
disgrace," Sutherland said.

DUNCAN — Members of 
Cowichan Indian Co- 
Operative Farm Association 
are getting ready for a better 
and bigger production year. 

"Encouraged by the great 
success last year we are 
planning to have a bigger crop 
this year,” said Wesley 
Modeste, vice-president and 
assistant manager of the 
association. 

This year’s harvest will 
include 25 acres in 
strawberries, blackberries, 
and raspberries, 150 acres in 
vegetables and the balance of 
the 400 acres of cultivated 
land in hay. 

Modeste estimated about 
750 acres on the Cowichan 
Indian reserve is potential 
farmland and every year 
more acreage is being readied 
for cultivation. Besides 
having good soil, the Indian 
co-op this year will get 
another boost from two 
automated sprinkling 
systems. 

Both systems, valued at 
about $150,000, include a solid 
set irrigation system and a 
pivot irrigation system. They 
will cover a total of 200 acres. 

The money for the systems 
has been borrowed from the 
Indian economic development 
fund and will be paid hack by 
the association 

"We are approaching self 
sufficiency,” said Modeste. 
Presently the association 
employs 12 members of the 
band, but during harvesting 
up to 40 persons will work 
there.

The cave, about 30 miles west of Gold 
River, has been known by west coast 
residents for some years, but as yet no one 
has reached its end or mapped it out. 

Group vice-president Phil Whitfield 
believes the cave is more than half a mile 
long — possibly longer than the beautiful 
2,700-foot Cascade cave near Port Albemi. 

But cavers are still far from discovering a 
cave to match the Mammoth Cave in 
Kentucky. It is about 147 miles long — 
roughly the distance between Victoria and 
Courtenay. Explorers have not yet reached 
its end.

The west coast cave is one of many the 
group plans to explore this summer. The 
Victoria Chapter of the Canadian 
Speleological Society, a second caving 
organization, also has an extensive ex¬ 
ploration program. 

Caving is a fast-growing form of 
recreation, mainly because Vancouver 
Islanders in the last few years have become 
aware that the Island is rich with caves 
because of its large limestone formations. 

Island caves are also attracting cavers or 
spelunkers, as they are sometimes called, 
from the United States and Europe. A group 
from Alaska Methodist University is» 
currently searching for and exploring caves. 


So far more than 400 caves have been 
discovered and mapped on the Island. The 
majority are between 200 and 300 feet long 
and some are within about 30 miles of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Like swimming, skin diving and hiking, 
caving is a safe sport as long as people ob¬ 
serve the rules of the game. The VICEG 
hasn’t had a serious accident since it was 
formed 12 years ago. 

“I've taken up parachuting and riding,” 
said Nancy Powell. ‘‘Caving is safer. You are 
told what to do and as long as you observe the 
safety rules, you won’t get into trouble.” 

Sources of light are the most important 
pieces of equipment a caver carries with him. 
While a carbide lantern is the standard 
source of light, flashlights and candles are 
packed along as spares. 


Whitfield recalled that on one expedition 
three persons took with them nine sources of 
light. 

“After an hour or so, things started to go 
wrong,’’ he said. “One light after another 
went out. When they reached the surface, 
they had two lights working. 

“This is an unusual incident,” he added, 
“but you should always be prepared for an 
emergency.” 

Cavers wear hard hats and warm clothing, 
such as winter underwear and sweaters, plus 
coveralls. Rope and ladders are also part of 
their standard equipment 

It can be cold and damp exploring a 
labyrinth of tunnels, chambers and un¬ 
derground creeks. 

Why do people go caving? Terry Boorman 
is often asked that question.

“You might as well ask a person why he 
likes walking," he said. “There are many 
reasons. But I think most will agree it is quite 
an experience, exploring a cave for the first; 
time. 

"When you flash your light on the crystal 
beauty of a cavern, you realize that it’s the 
first time the stalagmites and the beautiful 
rock formations are seeing light. Up to that 
moment they had only known darkness. You 
are also the first person to see the wondrous 
beauty. 

“Then there is the comradeship,” he said. 
“You get to know people and they get to know 
you.” 


Spelunking seems to have originated in 
Britain during the 18th Century. But it was 
not until 1828. when Rev. J MacEnery made 
a scientific study of the now famous Kents 
Cavern, that caving became popular in 
Europe. 

Spelunking, either for scientific reasons or 
for recreation, came later to North America. 

Cavers rarely disclose the locations of 
caves because of vandalism. Several caves 
have already been badly damaged by the 
destruction of irreplaceable crystal and rock 
formations. 

“We also discourage inexperienced people 
from entering caves," said Whitfield. “They 
should join a caving club and get to know the • 
techniques of spelunking, what to wear and < 
carry.” 

• 

Caves are sometimes easy to spot, if a . 
person knows what to look for. 

Looking for sinkholes is the easiest method . 
of spotting a cave. 

A sinkhole is a conelike depression — a 
spot where a tunnel has caved in years ago. 
Sometimes a small entrance may be found at 
the bottom. This may lead to several tunnels 
and chambers. Other entrances may be 
discovered during the course of exploration.

For years his logger 
customers called Beale ‘Doc’, 
not because of his ability to 
heal but for the "medicine” he 
brought. 

During the 21 years he ran 
his liquor delivery service, the 
only other way a thirsty 
logger could quench his thirst 
was to charter a float plane to 
and from Zeballos. Without 
charter money and between 
the Chamis Queen’s sailings, 
a thirsty logger had as much 
chance of satisfying his 
craving as a shipwrecked 
mariner on an isolated island. 

When he first started Beale 
made three runs a week, no 
matter what the weather was. 

“The Wednesday trip was 
mainly laundry, bread from 
the bakery here in Zeballos, 


and 50 dozen beers, or 
something like that, for guys 
that had a monumental 
hangover.” Beale recalled. 
Liquor was the main cargo 
carried on Friday and 
Saturdays. 

Did he ever consider the 
possibility of being hijacked? 

"I thought about it often, as 
a matter of fact," he ad¬ 
mitted. "There were times 
when guys tried to flag me 
down. But I didn't stop." 


Now that he’s swallowed 
the anchor,’ Beale and his 
wife intend to live in a less 
remote part of the island, 
probably around Courtenay. 

"I’m going to miss the west 
coast, even if it is wet all the 
time," Beale said, "But I’m 
going to love getting into a 
small farming community 
where we’ll be able to hear the 
cows mooing, the chickens 
clucking and the stuff 
growing."

Making its biggest annual 
announcement, the CBC last 
week unveiled its plans for 
Canadian programs in the 
new season starting in Sep¬ 
tember — but fell short of 
capturing the public’s at¬ 
tention in two ways. 

For one thing, while the 
programming will contain 
quality, there was no sign of 
anything that might draw 
average Canadian viewers 
from standard U.S. shows 

For the second, the CBC 
flacks who made the an¬ 
nouncement stressed as the 
major CBC innovations for 
1974-75 “themed evenings and 
decentralized drama.” 
They’re hardly the things to 
cause more Canadians to 
watch Canadian. 

Four evenings on one topic 
are planned, like the recent 
2V&*hour evening about 
Canada’s north. Topics 
chosen to date are Canadian 
television, the Atlantic 
provinces and the Stratford 
festival. 

"Decentralized drama” 
means four 90-minute 
productions will be taped 
where they were on stage. So 
far, the list is one in Toronto 
and one in St. John’s, Nfld. 

Other major Canadian 
programs will be a second 
season for The Collabora- 
ors, a repeat of the Lester 
Pearson memoirs First 
Person Singular, six hours by 
Malcolm -Muggeridge on 
famous Christians and a 26- 
hour episode series called 
House of Pride about a 
Canadian family and filmed 
across the country. 

At the bottom of the list of 
programs, the CBC noted in 
two lines that it will show an 
eight-episode series about 
British Columbia, filmed by 


the National Film Board. 

One sleeper was a Sunday- 
afternoon series starting next 
January of repeats of “the 
best of prime time shows" 
from the past. Indications 
were this “past" might extend 
back several years. 

The Canadian list also in¬ 
cluded Tommy Hunter, four 
new Wayne and Shuster 
specials, Ian and Sylvia, 
Ginette Reno, a Harry 
Belafonte special, a variety 
hour noting the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the telephone, the 
ballet Ecstasy of Rita Joe, 
Feux Follets, two Ravel music 
specials and profiles of Jon 
Vickers and Mstislav 
Rostropovich. 

Plus more 9 p.m. dramas on 
Sundays, Stompin’ Tom 
Connors, and documentaries 
on everything from military 
coups to the Columbia River 
to middle age to a history of 
Canadian films. 

Returning programs will 
include Update,

Harvesting of overmature 
timber can actually improve 
the habitat of the elk, ac¬ 
cording to James Harper, 
chief of environmental 
management for the Oregon 
Wildlife Commission. 

Harper, author of more than 
a dozen publications on 
Roosevelt Elk, spent a week 
on the island this spring 
studying Roosevelt Elk herds 
and ranges at the invitation of 
MacMillan Bloedel. 

Strictly from the elk’s 
standpoint, "an overmature 
stand of timber is a biological 
desert as far as available 
forage is concerned," he said.

of trees inhibits growth of 
many shrubs and ground 
plants for forage. 

However, he added, elk still 
require some mature timber 
or 35- to 40-foot-high second 
growth as cover.

He faulted forest products 
companies for mistakes in 
logging practices in the past, 
but said MacMillan Bloedel 
now "evidently has loggers 
who have a feel for wildlife in 
addition to a job of logging to 
perform." 

Before any responsible 
decisions are reached con¬ 
cerning the elk herds and 
other wildlife, a com¬ 
prehensive survey and in¬ 
ventory of all species and 
wildlife habitat on the island is 
needed, he said.

Dear Tabby: 

I have been thinking of 
buying a canary for an elderly 
widowed aunt, remembering 
years ago my grandmother 
having a canary who, over a 
period of more than ten years, 
gave many hours of singing 
pleasure to her and the 
family. I understand not all 
canaries are singers. Having 
had no personal experience 
with canaries, how do I know 
what to select?

Dear Mr. Jensen: 

When buying any canary 
remember that, with an oc¬ 
casional exception, only the 
males sing. It is usually best 
to ignore the canary sales so 
often advertised where no 
guarantee is given. There is a 
preponderance of females .at 
cheap prices. r «* |j- f 

Deal with a store that gives 
guarantees. The store owner 
and staff have all day to ob¬ 
serve the birds on the shelves. 
They note the singers and the 
non-singers and can tell the 
kind of voice, which varies in 
breeds. Even though you pay 
a little more you get what you 
want.

song characteristics of most 
canaries. 

House the bird in a cage 
large enough to permit 
freedom of movement, rather 
than forcing him to spend a 
lifetime perched on a stick of 
wood in a small cage. 

Here are a few tips: A 
healthy perching bird is ac¬ 
tive, hopping from perch to 
perch, flirting its tail and 
cocking a bright eye at all that 
goes on around it. The 
plumage should be tight, 
glossy and clean, and the floor 
of the cage show wily normal 
droppings. When resting, a fit 
bird raises one leg. 

A sickly bird stands on the 
perch with both feet holding 
on, its attitude hunched and 
feathers ruffled, and perhaps 
the head turned to bury the 
beak in the mantle. Worse still 
is the bird that squats on the 


floor with ruffled feathers. It 
is awaiting death. 

Both wild and tame birds 
are subject to many ills and 
parasites, but ill-health in 
captivity can usually be 
traced to some form of bad 
management. Canaries need 
feeding supplements besides 
the daily birdseed ration and 
treats. Cuttle bone and millet 
sprays provide exercise and 
amusement. 

A caged bird is at the mercy 
of drafts and cannot find 
shade from artificial or sun 
light. If the cage is hung in a 
window the bird may suffer 
equally from cold at night and 
heat by day. Cover the cage in 
the evening and keep out of 
direct sunlight during the day.

One of the more interesting 
closed chess tournaments 
taking place in Canada each 
■yternr me ' { Torf>nto *m»ed, 
mainly because of its history 
of upsets. 

Two years ago the upset 
crown belonged to Van¬ 
couver’s young star Jonthan 
Berry, who although failing to 
finish first, still defeated a 
number of strong opponents 
and placed high on the list. 

Last year it was the turn of 
Chess Canada’s editor Walter 
Dobrich of Toronto to top a 
field of stronger and more 
experienced opponents. 

And this year was another 
upset story — perhaps the 
biggest yet — as Slobodan 
Krstic of Toronto, the tour¬ 
nament’s lowest-rated player, 
won with 7Vz points from 11 
games. 

That put him half a point 
ahead of such strong Toronto 
veterans as international 
masters Lawrence Day and 
Zvonko Vranesic and master 
Beorge Berner. Krstic lo6t to 
Day but beat Vranesic and 
Berner. 


The rest of the field was 
close, too, with Terry Shaw 
finishing fifth with 6Mi points 
and international master 
Geza Fuster placing sixth, 
only half a point behind him. 

While many couldn’t fathom 
Krstic’s surprising per¬ 
formance, undoubtedly his 
play on the first boad for Hong 
Kong in the last two Olym¬ 
piads had a lot to do with it. 

Before he entered Olympic 
compeition, he was just a so- 
so expert in Ontario chess. 

Today he’s a force to be 
reckoned with in the up¬ 
coming Canadian Open and, 
perhaps, even in next year’s 
Canadian Closed, slated to be 
held in Calgary. 


occasionally because of 
vitamin or mineral 
deficiency. Simple feather 
plucking requires a two-fold 
cure: First the removal of the 
cause, which is unhappiness, 
and the second, the prevention 
of action which has become a 
habit, by spraying the 
plumage with a solution of 
quassia chips or commercial 
bird spray to make the 
feathers taste bitter. 

Indigestion is shown by 
throwing seed around, eating 
little, and moping. The bird 
should revert to a juvenile diet 
of crumbly moist egg and 
biscuit meal for a few days, 
and be given more op¬ 
portunity for excercise.
